A Short Session Should 
Be Held 
THE ALBERTA BANK 
YES OR NO ? 


— 10: :—— 

Edmonton, Alta, July 4—- Demand- 
ing that Premier Aberhart “issue a 
public statement as to what he is do- 
ing, in a practical way, to further 
Canada’s war effort” Mayor Andrew 
Davison, of Calgary replied to Mr Ab- 
erhart'’s refusal to call a session of the 
legislature as urged by Independent 
‘members last week. 

The mayor poured scorn on the pre 
mier’s statement that “this is no time 
‘for political manoeuvring” as one of 
‘the reasons for turning down the re- 


‘quest for a session, Edmonton obser- 
‘vers are commenting that the “politi- 


cal manoeuvring” is all on the side of 
‘Premier Aberhart. They are remark- 
‘ing that before the election the prem- 
fer promiged that if a short session 
was held then the legislature would 
be called together soon after the elec- 
tion to finish business left over. Then 
the voting safely over and the prem- 
fer installed in hia $10,000 a year job 
again steps were taken to postpone 
any facing of the members for another 
year, That, observers say, is first- 
Class political manoeuvring. 

There ie little talk, or even interest, 
about the proposal for establishment 
of the “Bank of Alberta”. A bill for 
the jasuance of a charter is now before 
the House of Commons at Ottawa, hav- 
ing been introduced by the Social 
Credit group, and is awaiting consider- 
ation by the private bills committee. 

But, according to reports in Edmon- 
ton, the House f Commons has much 
more important things to consider and 
much more important work to do, 
with the Bosch battering on the Em 
pire’s door. Therefore private mem- 
bere’ day have been all but eliminated, 
and it is considered somewhat doubt- 
ful that the House will take any time 
away from important business to con- 
sider the Alberta government's whim 
for a provincial bank. 

The fact that the Social Credit-ers 
want a bank with powers greater than 
those allowed to regularl chartered 
banks, and with fewer restrictions, has 
put the bill in the position of being a 
controversial political issue, which 
many members of the commons will 
not support, it is pointed out, There- 
fore, if a day cap be given to the sub- 
ject at all before Ottawa prorogues to 
devote all its energies to carrying out 
plans to win the war, the debate may 
be so heated and long that the bill 
will not advance, 

Ip Alberta as in Ottawa, there are 
two schools of thought in relation to 
the bank — apart from those people 
who atill believe Premier Aberhart’s 
claim that a provincial bank would 
make every thing hapy for Alberta. 

One group ie in favor of having Ot- 
tawa grant the charter, and then let- 
ting Aberhart take his own course 
with the result oonsidered obvious, 
that both the bank and the province 
would be bankrupt in two years be- 
cause of the fact that the conceptions 
held by Aberhart and his “experts” of 
banking and finance generally are so 
far from the truth. Most people in that 
group, however, do not want Ottawa 
to grant the charter yet because, they 
believe, no part of Canada should be 
left opera to monetary tinkering and 
financial disaster at a time when the 
whole nation is facing the peril of in- 
vasion, 

The other group is flatly opposed to 
granting the charter, believing that 
the people of Alberta and of all Canada 
should be protected from experimenta- 
tion by one little politieal knot toying 
with impractical theories, at the ex- 
pense of not only the constituents but 
the whole public. The Dominion Goy- 
ernment is made responsible for the 
stability of all Canada’s monetary af- 
fairs, and must protect them, that 
group says. 

Tbe Alberta premier’s scheme for a 
“bank” is simply his plan for carrying 
out the recommendation made by the 
expensive Major C. H. Douglas in his 
“report” to former Premier R. G. Reid 
in 1935, and repeated for Premier Ab- 
erhert later in the same year, it is 
pointed out. Major Douglas, who has 
sunk from view since that time, sug- 
ested “The organization of some cre- 
dit ingtitutions, either under the Do- 
minion Bank act or otherwise, which 
will give access to the creation of ef- 
fective demand through the credit 
system, op principles already well re- 
cognised and established.’ 

The last phrese is meaningless, but 
Premier Aberhart’s adoption of the 
recommendation is taken in experien- 
ced quarters as showing that he hopes, 
by means of a provincial bank, to 


“create” money through the bank, 
thus imperilling real funds placed in 
its keeping.

Tenders for delivery of coal to 
schools throughout the Division were 
considered and the successful truckers 
were Mr Norman Taylor for Subdivis- 
fon No. 1, in the Strathmore district; 
Mr J. W. Longstaff of Swalwell for 
Subdivision No. 4, being in the north 
ern part of the Division; and Mr ©. H. 
Hall of Rockyford for Subdivision No 
2, 3 and 5, being the central part of 
the Division, 

About fourteen new teachers were 
engaged on the temporary staff to take 
the place of teachers who had resigned 
or been granted leave of absence for 
military servic or other reasons. 

A number of transfers were 
made, either by the request of 
teachers concerned, or of the 
School Boards. A final list of appoint- 
ments will be announced at a_ later 
date when all placements have been 
made,

Military Production Of Ford Plant— 

Military vehicles made by Ford in- 
clude— Light two wheel drive trucks, 
know as 8-cwt. which are used for 
carrying light stores, personnel or 
wireless sets; 15-cwt. units, used as 
anti tank gun tractors, water tank car- 
riers, and to transport heavier loads, 
personnel, etc.; 30-cwt, four wheel 
drive used as load carriers; three-tin 
units for heavy loads, for workshops, 
for wrecking equipment, etc.; four 
wheel drive gun tractors used to haul 
artillery, ambulances, as well as_ re-

Ottawa, July 4th The Dominion 
budget delivered a week ago in the 
Hlouse of Commons, which imposed 
the most drastic schedule of taxation 
ever laid on Canadian shoulders has 
met with comparatively little com- 
plaint, The people of Canada have tak- 
en the stand that heavy as the taxes 
are, they are essential to the prosecu- 
tion of the war, Even with the = in- 
in taxes, only part of the cost 
of the war can be covered in this way. 
The rest must be borrowed. There are 
certain definite principles governing 
the government's policy for financing 
the country in war time which are 
brought out clearly in the budget. One 
of these is the “pay as you go” policy 
which is continued as far as practic- 
able. The people are asked to pay as 
much as possible of the war costs 
through taxation, but the taxes must 
not be so drastic that they will cripple 
industry. 

Another feature of the budget was 
the plan to conserve foreign exchange. 
Imports from the United States have 
increased rapidly. This is in large part 
due to increased war purchases. Many 
commodities formerly bought from 


crease 


Britain cannot be supplied from there 
in as large volume as formerly because 


of British needs at home, and have 
therefore to come from the United 
States. Canada pays for purchases 


from the United States by our exports 
to that country, by gold from our 
mines, by the tourist traffic and by 
accumulated foreign exchange. The 
policy of the government is to encour- 
age all of these, and as a further plan 
to improve the foreign exchange situa- 
tion, has placed a ten per cent War 
Exchange Tax on all imports from 
Non-Empire countries and an added 
excise tax on new automobiles. 

In very brief form the financial sit- 
uation for the present situation is 
this, Ordinary government expenses 
will be 448 million dollars, war expen- 
ses about 700 million plus about 200 
million of further commitments, mak- 
ing a total of $1,350,000,000. Against 
this are estimated revenues of $760,- 
000,000. These include 110 million 
from new taxes which for a full year 
would yield 280 million. There are 
further items to be taken into account, 
one of them being about 200 million 
needed for the repatriation of Canad- 
jan securities held in Britain to aid 
British purchasing of war supplies in 
Canada. But on the receipt side are 
187 million ddflars, the Dominion gov- 
ernment’s cash On hand at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year and about 50 
million dollars expected to be received
